SUPPLEMENT 25X1X 


1. Reni (Immail Oblast), situated on the Prut River, bas no industries, Most of 
its former inhebitenta migrated before the Russian occupation. A gasoline 
depot which stretches "ac far as the eva can sea" was being built here in Novor« 
ber 1946. The construction, done by civilian workers who were brought to the 
site ‘aily in trucks, inciuded the digeing of dreinage ditehes, the building of 
upright containers, and the digging of trenches four to aix meters wide and two 
meters deep for the storage of geselins, Pls worked only as vorters, 


2. There were three PR camps at Reni, Ono was an OK camp ("without strength"), 
whieh contained 2,500 Austrian, Hungarcen, Italian, and German enlisted men 
up te the rank of first sergeant; all “ymates were hospital eases over fifty 
years of age, who wers pradully releasad. The camp had no mumber but its ad= 
dress, was Post Office Box 38, Moscow, A second camp held 4,000 pergons whe 
were aspigned to bullding berrecks for Russian waite in transit, The third 
camp also acosmmodated 4,000 men. Tha shird camp was evacuated in the summer 
of 1946 to make room for Russian troom, and the other two were to ba evacue 
ated by the ond of the yearfor the saws reagen. Ps in these camps were relax 
tively well housed in barracks build of concrete blocks and equipped with stoves, 
elestrie lights, and home-made iron bedsteads, Each prisoner was given a straw 
mattress, a pillow, and a blanket, From six to fifty men were assigned to each 
barracks room. 


3. The complement of Camp Ryazan in Februery 1947 was 4,000. PWs were employed 
in forest work, peat cutting, road repmirs, and harvesting. The camp was 
gusrded by armed Romanians. Officers wore housed in a separate camp. 


he Camp JOYA at Samarkand housed 800-900 enlisted men in January 1947. The main 
camp, Camp 99, was lecated im Karaganda and had 25 branch camps totalling 20,000 
Pas. ( , Camp 499 (Be99e7-99) at Kara- 
ganda he $ ras in 22 groups.) The Ps worked in stone quarries and pits 
and tullt living quarters and barracks for the elvilian population. They were 
also employed in the construetion of a naw Lron rolling mill, which began oper-~ 
ating in August 1946, The cuard personnel consisted of European Russians doing 
penal service, who begged bread from the PWs. Beginning in December 1946, bread 
was distributed according to work quotes filled by individual Pia and renged 
from 400 to 700 gr. nor day. Fish wes served regulerly, meat only rarely, fat 
even more rarely, and sugar only im the haw tea. Pay was 60-150 rubles ner 
month, Non-workers received seven rubiea in camp money. The camp had a canteen 
which sold the products reserved fram the rations, such as cabbage and turnips, 
bread (1 ruble for 100 ers.), and salted fish. All who earned over 60 rubles 
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a month were obliged to buy tobacco at 4% rubles for 200 er. 
56 In 1946, Pils in the cemp et Rybinsk wore usad for eerrying stone 7or the 


building of an electric nlant rhich hed seen undor construction since 1974. 
The “ork wes sreeded up vith the help of Gervtan snceinlists. Six turbines 
vere installed, “hen the rlent hesan om -retior, tae sroduestion of evrrent 
proved unpro“iteble and the plant vas disrartled hy "eestern ~orkers", sho 


replaced the P%s.. The Fifs wore transferred te Chkalev. 


Ve At Chralov, 2,599 Pi's wore contained in sixteen outlying camps in January 
1947, Six hundred and eiehty Pils from Carp 475 rorked in the lead mines 

20 kms. SE of Chialov. These Pls vere housed 60 neters Below the surface 

of the carth ard vere allowed two hours of fresh air every four weeks if the. 
supervisor did not happen to be drunk. Froduetion methods were obsolete and 
there were no electric or mechanical instelletions; consequently, the jaily 
production vas low, in spite of the yse of the Stakhanov system. German 
books mblished by the Foreign Language Publishing Office in \oscow wore 
available in the carp and "education in democracy" wes given by Gorman Antifa 
elements, vho enjoyed tha freedom of the camp and were ziven passes to leave 
Lhe camp on furlough. Chkalov had atout fifty permanent Antifa ren. 


According to a i! in the Ch’slov camp, the Seydlitz Army was dissolved after 
tho German capitulation ani the nembers were given a choice betveen enlisting 
in the Soviet Army or renaining in Russia as workers. General von Seydiitz 
allegedly fell inte disfavor vith the Russiens and wes brought before a mili- 
tary court. The Russians ere seid to regard him as unrelisble and to fear 
shat he might turn ageinst them if piven the opportunity. 
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
